Ha Ha Bay, will have boon struck with tUo 
innguititiomrt of tho ftccncry, uud especially 
with tho awful grimdeur of those frowning 
citadels of graiiito that HOOIII built among 
tho clouds, and that, fit some point H, eo 
ovorhaug tho mighty waters ot their base 
oa to almost shut them out completely from 
tho light of day. 


As the spc&d of tho Bteamor is retarded, 


invariably when passing beneath those 
frowning bastions, for tho purpose of giv-.
